Package agencies have different 
hours, a limited selection and the 
liquor is behind the counter, as com- 
pared to the roaming aisles of the 
state’s liquor stores. 

“We have a good business,” said an 
American Fork package agency 
employee. “This community is proba- 
bly 90 percent LDS and we do really 
well. A lot of people drink and a lot 
of the people are LDS.” 

She said that holidays and hunting 
season are the busiest times of year 
for their business. 

“The sales go up every year during 
the holidays because people are enter- 
taining ... our sales our probably 
about the same as other places,” said 
Jeff, an employee at the Provo State 
Liquor Store. 

Utah is considered a dry state, but 
Utah County appears to be parched 
due to a law prohibiting the sale of 
alcohol or beer on Sundays. 

“Clubs must close by midnight on 
Saturdays, but you can always get a 
drink in Salt Lake City,” said an 
American Fork liquor agency 
employee. © 

“The law was passed around five 
years ago when minis (miniature 
liquor bottles) went out and metered 
drinks came .in. When they change 
one (rule) they have to change 10,” 
she said.

Utahns display low rates 
of cancer, heart disease 


State’s 124 cancer deaths per 100,000 nation’s lowest

Utah has one of the lowest occur- 
rences of diseases such as cancer and 
heart disease in the nation and the 
state is ranked high in general health. 

The late President Ezra Taft Benson 
of The Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints said, “Scientific 
studies have confirmed that Latter- 
day Saints have less incidence of 
heart problems, all forms of cancer, 
and other diseases because of their 
adherence to the Word of Wisdom.” 

The high general health of Utah citi- 
zens may be attributed to the fact that 
77 percent of Utah’s population are 
members of the Church. 

Because the majority of Utah citi- 
zens are Latter-day Saints, the LDS 
culture has a definite factor on the 
overall health of Utah, said Cheryl 
Garrick, a nurse at BYU’s McDonald 
Health Center. 

Other factors that may contribute to 
Utah’s good health are people’s. exer- 
cise consciousness and good eating 
habits, Garrick said. 

Utah has the tenth-lowest number of 
total cancer cases in the nation with 
4,800 cases. 

California has the highest number of 
cancer cases with 124,000, and 
Alaska has the lowest number of can- 
cer cases with 1,300, according to 
American Cancer Society statistics.

It is estimated that 172,0007new- 
cases of lung cancer will devélop in. - 
the United States in 1994 and-that 
there will be an estimated 153,000 
deaths from lung cancer in 1994> said 
Flanagan. 

While lung cancer cases are down in 
Utah, breast'and cervical cancer Cases 
are the same as on the national level. 
One in nine women will have breast 
or cervical cancer during their life- 
time, said Jackie Black, family health 
bureau director of the Provo Health 
Department. 

Utah also has a lower number of 
cardiovascular-disease cases. 

“Compared to the rest of the coun- 
try, Utah is on the lower half-of the 
scale for numbers of people with ear- 
diovascular diseases,” said Zina 
Firmage, program director for the 
Preventive Cardiology Program. 

In Utah 3,590 people died'from 
heart disease or stokes in 1991. 
Nationally, there were 478,530 deaths 
from coronary heart disease, one type 
of cardiovascular disease, Firmage 
said.

on was No. 21, which promises those 
that adhere to the standards set by 
Section 89, the “destroying angel” 
shall pass them by. 

This is a reference to Exodus 12:23, 
which tells of the children of Israel in 
the land of Egypt at the time of the 
Passover, Dorius said. They were 
commanded to paint the doorposts 
and lintels of their homes with lambs’ 
blood so that the destroying angel 
would pass them by. 

“It represents obedience. We obey 
the Word of Wisdom and it seems 
very temporal. It is like striking the 
doorpost and lintel with lambs’ 
blood,” Dorius said. “Was it a com- 
mandment to do this? Either way they 
were protected and so will those who 
follow the Word of Wisdom.” 

Another part of Section 89 referring 
to a nondietary guideline is the eighth 
verse, which claims tobacco can be 
used for the healing of sick cattle. 
Max Wallentine, director of the BYU 
agricultural station, confirmed that 
tobacco is used by some dairy herders 
to treat their cattle. 

“Historically tobacco has been used 
as a poultice for livestock, and with 
the bloat,” Wallentine said. Bloat is a 
dysfunction of the esophageal groove 
that keeps cows from releasing gas 
which causes them to bloat, 
Wallentine said. 

Richard Orton, a dairyman from 
Salem, keeps a supply of chewing 
tobacco plugs on hand to treat his 
own cattle. “It conditions the cow’s 
stomach and stimulates the appetite,” 
Orton said. 

Orton buys Redman tobacco plugs 
and has a special instrument to insert 
the plugs down the throat of the cow 
and into the stomach. Orton said he 
didn’t know why it worked, only that 
it did. 

Wallentine said that he has never 
seen any medical research that 
explains why or how the tobacco 
reacts with the cow’s metabolism to 
alleviate it of illness.

Wisdom as a “principle with a 
promise” because the blessings indi- 
cated in the revelation are based on 
obedience to the provisions of the 
law. 

The Word of Wisdom admonishes 
Church members to refrain from 
harmful substances and beverages. As 
recorded in Doctrine and*Covenants 
89, the revelation defines these as 
strong drinks, hot drinks and.tobacco. 

President Ezra Taft Benson defined 
“strong drinks” as alcoholic bever- 
ages, and “hot drinks” as tea and cof- 
fee. With reference to cola drinks, an 
official statement by Church leaders 
in 1972 said Church members are 
“advised against the use of any drink 
containing harmful habit-forming 
drugs under circumstances that would 
result in acquiring the habit.” 

The revelation also identifies wheat, 
fruit and vegetables as the basis of 
sound nutrition and counsels Church 
members to use meat sparingly. 

“T have often felt that the Lord is 
further counseling us in this revela- 
tion against indiscriminately killing 
animals, for He has said elsewhere in 
scripture, ‘Wo be unto man that shed- 
deth blood or that wasteth flesh and 
hath no need (D&C 49:21)’,’ Benson 
said. 

President Gordon B. Hinckley 
advised Church members to use com-

LOS ANGELES — Don’t stare, 
your parents would murmur as you 
passed a handicapped person. Don’t 

iggle. 

“Look Who’s Laughing,” a new PBS 
film about six comedians who are dis- 
abled, challenges us to do both. And 
then defies us to keep our prejudices 
about the talented men and women 
we're laughing with, not at. 

Get over an initial twinge of dis- 
comfort and you find the comics of 
“Laughing” are simply very funny. 

“The weirdest story I read this year 
was about a 2-year-old girl with cere- 
bral palsy who was never supposed to 
walk,” says Chris Fonseca. “And then 
she listened to that song “Achy 
Breaky Heart, got up, walked over 
and turned off the radio.” 

Here’s another Fonseca bit: “My 
wedding vows should have been a lit- 
tle different: “You have the right to 
remain silent. Anything you say can 
and will be used against you ... over 
and over and over again.’ “ 

Fonseca’s cerebral palsy affects his 
motor skills and speech, but his imp- 
ish charm and wit emerge unfettered. 
We also meet Kathy Buckley, Brett 
Leake, Alex Valdez, J.D. England and 
Geri Jewell through offstage inter- 
views and onstage routines. 

They joke freely, and smartly, about 
themselves. 

“My hearing impairment is not my 
handicap,” says Buckley. “Being sex- 
ually frustrated, now there’s a handi- 
cap. I haven’t had a date in 31/2 
years, and J don’t know if it’s because 
I haven’t heard the phone ring, or 
what.” 

Leake, who has appeared several 
times on “The Tonight Show,” blithely 
explains away his muscular dystrophy 
in his act. “People want to know what 
happened to me, I tell ‘em. I broke a 
chain letter,’ he says. 

Sometimes the goal is to inform 
audiences or put them at ease.

and Southern Methodist, 88-74, in the. 


CableVision Classic in Lincoln, Neb. 

Senior Guard Thais Kidd was 
BYU’s top scorer in both games, hit- 
ting for 16 and 18 respectively. 
Despite the two losses, Kidd said the 
Classic was a good experience for the 
team. 

“The two teams we played were 
great teams,” Kidd said. “The biggest 
difference between us and them was 
intensity. We just have to come back 
and practice harder.” 

Most important is working harder in 
practice, Kidd said. Friendships are 
so strong on the team that they do not 
push each other in practice as much 
as they should, she said. 

In its first game, BYU lost the battle 
of the boards to Nebraska. The 
Cougars were outrebounded 49-32, 
and gave up 24 offensive rebounds to 
the Cornhuskers. 

“This was a good learning experi- 
ence for us,” Head Coach Soni 
Adams said. “Because they were so 
physical, we have to learn to be more 
physical.”

He said furniture stored adjacent to 
the parking lot was destroyed, but that 
the water’s only rising to knee-deep 
saved damage other property. 

Other parking areas and basement 
apartments were not so lucky. 
Residents. of ithe Richmond 
Apartments and other complexes had 
already left for the holiday and were 
not present to see their cars towed 
from as much as four feet of water 
and stored in a lot on 400 East. 

Some sewer lines on 600 East 
backed up as a result of the barrage of 
water, but officials said the culinary 
water system was not in danger. The 
city enlisted the help of Disaster Plus 
to pump water from basements 
Thursday morning. 

A temporary shelter was set up at 
the Provo Park Hotel Wednesday 
evening for those displaced by flood- 
ing, but Stewart said no one needed 
the service. 

Provo City officials say they are 
expecting to pick up the bills for dam- 
age to vehicles and properties within a 
seven-block radius of the break. There 
was not an estimate of how much 
money will be involved. 

In addition to property damage, 600 
East will have to be refilled and 
repaved after repairs to the water lines 
are complete. Traffic will be rerouted 
until repairs are complete.

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U.S., NATO ‘powerless’ to stop Serbs 


Serb fighters control 
30 to 40 percent of 
designated ‘safe area’

SARAJEVO, Bosnia-Herzegovina 
— Rebel Serbs pounded the outskirts 
of Bihac in northwestern Bosnia 
Sunday as U.S. and NATO officials 
admitted they were powerless to stop 
the advance. 

U.S. Defense Secretary William 
Perry even suggested that the Bosnian 
government had now lost the 31- 
month war. 

The Bosnian government said it 
would accept a U.N. proposal for a 
Bihac cease-fire, demilitarization of 
the “safe area” and withdrawal.of 
forces, said Michael Williams, 
spokesman for Yasushi Akashi, the 
chief U.N. envoy in former 
Yugoslavia. 

Bosnian Serbs have’ demanded: a 
nationwide cease-fire. Their answer to 
the U.N. proposal was. not.immediate- 
ly known . 

Serb. fighters from Bosnia and 
neighboring Croatia now control 30 to 
40 percent of the U.N.-designated 
“safe. area” at Bihac. 

There was no sign their assault on 
the area would stop. 

U.N. officials said shelling and 
heavy small arms and machine-gun 
fire rang out southwest and east of 
Bihac town. 

The.capture of Bihac would be the 
Strongest indication yet that the 
United Nations can’t stop the war 
with peacekeeping troops or even 
NATO airstrikes on the Serbs. 

The. government forces haven’t been 
able to beat the Serbs on the battle- 
field, and the U.N. Security Council 
has refused to intervene on the goy- 
ernment side. : 

Bihac Mayor Hamdija Kabiljagic, 
speaking by radio with Sarajevo, 
vowed Bihac would never surrender 
and denied a U.N. report that the gov- 
ernment army’s Sth Corps blew up its 
Bihac headquarters and retreated 
north. 

The Serbs have vowed to destroy. the 
Sth Corps, which launched a success- 
ful offensive from. Bihac last month, 
only to lose much of the captured ter- 


ritory later. 

Elsewhere, Serbs again humiliated 
the United Nations, apparently taking 
102 Dutch and 62 British U.N. sol- 
diers hostage as they transported sup- 
plies through,eastern and central 
Bosnia. 

The Dutch peacekeepers were en 
route Saturday to the eastern enclave 
of Srebrenica. 

The British were headed for 
Gorazde, another eastern enclave, and 
Kiseljak, just west of Sarajevo, said 
U.N. spokesman Maj. Herve 
Gourmelon. 

They were last heard from in Serb 
territory, Gourmelon said. 

The Serbs now have more than 400 
peacekeepers under their control since 
threatening to take hostages in retalia- 
tion for NATO airstrikes around Bihac 
last week. 

Fear of more retaliation against the 
24,000 peacekeepers in Bosnia is one 
reason U.N. commanders have 
refused to call in more air power 
around Bihac. 

U.N. officials are instead pressing 
the Bosnian government to accept a 
peace. settlement offered by the Serbs 
on condition they keep the 70 percent 
of Bosnia they now hold. 

The U.N. previously brokered a plan 
that would haye reduced Serb territory 
to 49 percent of Bosnia. 

NATO’s Secretary-General Willy 
Claes and Perry admitted they could 
not stop the assault on Bihac. 

Perry suggested the Bosnian govern- 
ment had lost the war. 

“The Serbs have ... occupied 70 per- 
cent of the country,” Perry told NBC. 
“There’s no prospect, as I see it, of 
the Muslims winning that back.” 

He noted the government had tried 
with offensives such as last month’s 
from Bihac, but “the Serbs have 
demonstrated military superiority on 
the ground.” 

NATO would comply with any U.N. 
request for more airstrikes, but it 
seemed they would not save Bihac, 
Perry added: 

And no request appeared fortignme 
ing. 

Late Saturday, the U.N: Security 
Council again refused to call in 


~ NATO airstrikes. 


The council designated six Bosnian 
regions, including Bihac, as safe 
havens, but has never said how to 
defend thg zones.

“None of those things are things that 
we have proposed,” Bentsen said. “I 
don’t frankly see that any decisions 
have been made on any of this,” 
Bentsen said. 


SLC water conservation 
won’t necessarily lower bills

SALT LAKE CITY — The obvious 
advantages of water conservation per- 
haps aren’t so obvious, after all. 

‘The -belief that water bills will go 
down if everybody conserves may not 
necessarily be the case. 

And the environmental advantages 
of conserving water aren’t so easy. to 
pinpoint, as well. 

Whatever water is saved more often 
than not is used to slake the thirst of 
urban growth. 

All of which fuels the debate 
between water experts on how best to 
spend $50 million for water-saving 
projects recently given to Utah by 
Congress. 

That the issue is being debated at all 
is something new to Utah, where resi- 
dents use more water than just about 
anybody else in America. 

Still, don’t expect to see. the water 
rates plummeting if residents install 
low-flow showerheads or suddenly fix 
leaky faucets. Customers. probably 
will end up paying the same amount 
or even slightly more for less water. 

The reason, according to LeRoy W. 
*Hooton Jr., director of public utilities 


for Salt Lake City, is that 80. percent 
of the average water bill pays for 
“fixed costs” that don’t change if a 
resident uses one gallon of thousands 
of gallons of water. 

Fixed costs include the dams, treat- 
ment plants and pipes used to deliver 
the water. 

Meantime, water-conservation mea- 
sures likely will have few environ- 
mental benefits. Most of the saved 
water will be used to continue urban 
growth. Unless new policies are 
adopted, hardly any water will be put 
back into rivers and wetlands. 

Consider the example of the West 
Ridge Golf Course in West Valley 
City. The fairways are kept green with 
treated drinking water. Some 
$240,000 in- federal water-conserva- 
tion funds recently were committed to 
help the city build a new piping sys- 
tem that will allow the sprinklers to 
use low-quality, untreated canal water. 

While this is a more efficient use of 
water and clearly meets the federal 
requirements for conservation, it 
won’t benefit the environment. 

All the high-quality water freed up 
by this project will be used to supply 
new homes. 


Claes told Belgian television there 
was an “infernal contradiction” 
between the U.N.’s mission to keep 
peace and NATO’s to impose it.
